NOTES ON TEXT 


No. 1. The caption (used as the volume title also) achieves the standard 
form which (except for the necessary extension in Volume IV, after the

union with Scotland) continued through VIII. This number is an intro- 
duction to trade, from which subject Volume II had turned to politics. 

No. 3, p. 10, introduces a new feature, the Miscellanea. It is usually 
graver in tone than the Scandal. Club papers; often it is only an occasion 
for changing the subject and giving two brief essays in one issue. Defoe 
continued it irregularly till near the end of Volume [IX]. 

No. 9, p. 33. Jan. 19 is misdated Jan. 18. Page [36] is mispaged 32. 

No. 31, p. 123. The catchword is misprinted “Adevr.” for “Adver.” 

No. 35. Page [140] is mispaged 139. 

No. 38, p. 149. March 28 is misdated March 27. On p. 150 the catch- 
word “Miscel-” is misprinted “Misscel-.” 

No. 39. Page [156] is mispaged 151. 

No. 43, p. 169. April 9 is misdated April 8. 

No. 44, p. 176. “ERRATA” is misprinted “ERKATA.” 

Nos. 45-46. “O” is missing in the second “or” of the caption. 

No. 50. Page [200] is mispaged 100. 

No. 65. Page [260] is mispaged 256. 

No. [66] is misnumbered 65. 

No. 68, p. 269 (correctly Thurs., June 6), retains the dating of No. 67, 
Tues., June 4. 

No. [69] is misnumbered 70 and paged as No. 70 (277-280). 

No. 70 corrects the error in pagination by repeating that of No. [69]. 

No. 89, p. 353. Thursday is misdated Tuesday.

No. 100. Two consecutive issues are numbered 100 and dated (the 
first, Tuesday; the second, Thursday) Aug. 20. Each subsequent issue in 
the volume is, therefore, numbered one less than its true number. The 
second No. 100 is paged 401-404, as though it were No. 1o1. 

No. 101 (sic) repeats the pagination of the second No. 100, so that to 
the end, though numbering and paging harmonize, the volume has four 
pages more than are indicated. No. ror (sic) bears the date Sat., Aug. 24. 

No. 107. Page [428] is mispaged 424. 


Nos, 116-118 reprint a small portion of Defoe’s verse pamphlet, “A — 


Hymn to Peace”; see Bibliographical Note to Volume II. The first 16 
lines in No. 116 (p. 462) and the first 6 in No. 118 (p. 471) do not appear 
in corresponding passages in the pamphlet. The remainder (167 lines) are 
reprinted with only minor variations from the pamphlet. 

No. 124, p. 493. Oct. 17 is misdated Oct. 18. 

No. 126, p. 504. The colophon is imperfect in the final letter.
